OLDEST FREE_MASON DEAD 


New Hampshire Man Passes Away In 


.His 109th Year

James D. McGregor, aged 10P, the 
oldest man In New Hampshire, and 
believed to be the oldest Mason In the 
world, died at his home here.

were killed occurred on a north-bouui 
Baltimore and Ohio ralroad train. I 
began at Newark, Del., and ended ir 
this city.

Delaware avenue station here upon 
the arrival ot the train last night. 


The triple tragedy was the result o 


an altercation between J. H. Bethea 
who was a passenger, and Samue 
Williams, the porter In the Pullman 
parlor 
car 
Mercury, bound 
fron 


Washington to Jersey City. 


Bethea, who had 
been 
drinking 


heavily, shot the porter through the 
heart, killing him Instantly. 
When 


Conductor O. B. Wellman saw the 
porter fall and ran to the -scene to 
remonstrate with the passenger, who 
still held the smoking revolver ih 'nil 
hand, Bethea flred a second shot intc 
the negro's body. 


Then, without a word, Bethea shot 


Wellman through the heart. The con- 
ductor fell dead In his tracks. 


Before the passengers could Inter- 


fere, Hcthea barricaded himself In 
the toilet room of the Pulman car and 
threatened to kill the first person who 
approached. 
Meanwhile 
tht,1 train 


reached Wilmington. 


When It came into the station 


hurry call wag sent to the police sta- 
tion. 
A squad of patrolmen, rein- 


forced by park guards and a posse of 
citizens and trainmen, ran to the 
scene. 


The police called upon Bethea to 


surrender. In answer he opened the 
door of the toilet room«a short dis- 
tance and opened fire on the police 
and the crowd with an automatic re- 
volver. 


Hethea Is believed to have had at 


least 100 rounds of ammunition, for 
he succeeded in holding a posse at 
bay and also held up the train from 
5:17 until 6:35. During this time 
many shots were fired by him and by 
the others, until finally all the win- 
dows in the car were shattered. 


Travel over the Baltimore and Ohio 


railroad was at a standstill. 
When 


the battle had lasted about an hour 
the police realized that they would be 
unable to drive the man from cover 
and a call was sent to a local fire 
company. 
The firemen responded 


with their engine and with the fire- 
men barricaded behind trucks and 
boards a stream of water was played 
upon the windows of the toilet room. 


The desperado flred a number of 


shots at the firemen, but they were 
not Injured. 
Subsequently 
Bethea, 


drenched with water, staggered to the 
platform ' and the police once more 
called upon' him to surrender. 
His 


reply was several shots In quick suc- 
:ession from his revolver. 


Several of the policemen had armed 


themselves with shotguns, and just 
as Bethea fired the last shot Police 
Captain Evans flred.a load of shot into 
his face. Notwithstanding this wound 
he kept on blazing away. 
Patrolman 


Bouglmian opened fire with a revolver 
and a bullet struck Bethea In the right 
arm. 
The desperate man tried to fire 


again, but Sergeant Kelleher opened 
fire and also managed to spring upon 
Bethea. 


When the police took hold of him 


he fell dead in the arms of a patrol- 
man. 


John 0. Wiley, a park guard of 


Wilmington, was shot in the hand and 
leg. 
Matthew Haley, a citizen of 


Wilmington, was shot in the 
leg. 


Others were grazed by fljlng^bullets. 


A tragic incident of the affair was 


that'when Williams, the porter, was 
shot he fell into a seat In the cart. All 
through the battle the dead porter sat 
with the appearance of one looking 
from the window. 


Bethea was well dressed.

Wilmington, that he was insane, oth- 
er passengers said that he appeared 
to ne sane, except that he had been 
drinking.

An Apple Standard 


Uncle Sam Is formulating a .meas- 


ure to protect the consumer ot apples 
from the dishonest .orcbardists, who 
in the past have been in the habit 
of "facing" the tops .and bottoms .of 
the barrels or boxes containing the 
fruit with fancy stock and filling in 
the remainder with "culls." The Idea 
Is, too, to establish a uniform stand- 
ard as to the size of a box or barrel 
which may be used In shipping apples 
from one state to another, so that 
the buyer may know just what he 
Is getting in the way ot quantity 
when he purchases a barrel or a box 
of fruit.

The committee on agriculture has 


recently given growers, .packers, ship- 
pers and commission men ample op- 
portunity to express their views on 
the pending hill, introduced "by Mr. 
Lafean of Pennsylvania, and

hearings have developed the fact that

A sand dune of this kind is a devouring mid remorseless mon- 


ster. It is a hill, sometimes attaining the size of a small mountain, 
which, Instead of remaining stationary In/one spot, continually trav- 
els. Anything useful to man that happens to be lu its path is de- 
stroyed utterly. It swallows up houses and even villages; the culti- 
vated fields over which it makes its dreadful march are converted 
into hopeless desert. 


For ten years past the government, In an experimental way, has 


been fighting the dunes. It has used for the purpose every means 
which the Ingenuity of science could devise. But without success. 
No human artifice seems able to check, save in very temporary and 
incomplete fashion, the march of the traveling sand hills; and it has 
not been found practicable to render them stationary by planting 
them with sand-binding grasses, because.the latter will not grow on 
their constantly shifting surface.

The problem is particularly serious along the Columbia river, In 


Washington and Oregon, where immense damage has-been done to 
cultivated fields and even to towns by. rapidly«noving areas of dunes. 
Many orchards and extensive tracts of rich agricultural lands have 
been wholly destroyed. At the great bend of the stream, near, the 
Walla Walla river, there Is a gorge,- through which the wind some- 
times blows with terrific violence, carrying before it sheets ot sand. 
By this means a wide region has ".been converted into a veritable 
Sahara.
